The  vignettes  of  "Mercury  handing  Cybele 
cornucopia  of  coins"  and  of  "Ceres,  Vulcan  and  Mercury"  were  Designed,  Drawn  and  Engraved  by 
Freeman . 

$1000,  $2000  and  $3000  Trust  Certificates  were  printed  as  a  single  sheet  of  three  and  it  is  not 
known  whether  any  were  issued.  A  signed  $3000  note  eiists  but  the  signatures  may  not  be  genuine. 
The  $3000  note  is  thought  to  be  unique,  but  very  little  is  known  about  it.

Topic:  “ COLLECTING  STRATEGIES  FOR  THE  NUMISMATIST ” 

Gregory  S.  Heim,  21,  was  recently  elected  as  the  President  of  the  Watchung  Hills  Coin 
Club  of  Warren,  N.J.  With  over  a  dozen  years  of  numismatic  experience.  Greg  was  actively 
supported  the  Watchung  Hills  Coin  Clubsince  being  a  charter  member  in  1982  in  addition  to 
writing  various  articles,  including  an  article  published  in  the  NJNJ  First  Quarter  1986  entitled 
“On  Grading  Modern  Proof  Coins"  which  he  won  a  Best  Article  award.  Greg's  numismatic 
forte  is  in  the  actual  mechanics  and  strategies  of  numismatics,  thus  the  topic  encompassing  his 
talk  titled  "COLLECTING  STRATEGIES  FOR  THE  NUMISMATIST.”

Topic:  “THE  ART  OF  THE  MEDAL  ” 


JOSEPH  VEACH 
NOBLE 


Joseph  Veach  Noble  has  won  distinction  in  many  fields:  he  is  a  leading  arts  administrator, 
a  noted  ceramic  archaeologist,  and  an  award  winning  producer  of  documentary  motion  pictures. 

Currently  he  is  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Society  of  Medalists,  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Brookgreen  Gardens  of  American  Sculpture,  and  Trustee  and  Chairman  of  the 
Acquisitions  Committee  of  the  Corning  Museum  of  Glass. 

He  is  the  Director  Emeritus  of  the  Museum  of  the  City  of  New  York  where  he  served  as 
the  Director  from  1970  to  185. 

In  1971  he  created  the  famous  exhibition,  DRUG  SCENE,  the  first  museum  presentation 
of  this  provocative  subject.  In  1972  he  staged  CITYRAMA,  a  new  type  of  multimedia  exhibi¬ 
tion  incorporating  three-dimentional  historical  objects,  in  1974  the  exhibition  VD,  and  in  1978 
ALCOHOLISM,  both  museum  firsts.  THE  BIG  APPLE  in  1979  was  awarded  a  gold  medal 
by  the  New'  York  Film  Festival.  Then  in  1983  he  brought  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  which  ended 
the  Revolutionary  War,  to  New  York  from  London. 

Formerly  he  was  the  Vice-Director  for  Administration  of  The  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art  where  he  had  been  an  executive  from  1956  to  1970.  He  has  served  on  the  committees  of 
numerous  cultural  and  educational  organizations  on  the  city,  state  and  national  level.  From  1975 
to  1978  he  was  the  President  of  the  American  Association  of  Museums. 

Mr.  Noble  believes  that  the  sculptor  of  today  has  inherited  an  ancient  art  form,  but  with 
the  freedom  granted  by  the  new  technical  process  the  modern  medalist  is  limited  only  by  his/her 
imagination.  Technical  proficiency  and  sense  of  design  is  not  enough.  The  medalist  must  speak, 
and  speak  clearly  of  ideas,  hopes  and  dreams,  and  do  it  through  the  medium  of  a  small  chunk 
of  metal  held  in  the  hand  of  the  viewer.  Mr.  Noble  will  illustrate  just  how  the  modern  medalist 
is  able  to  achieve  this  level  of  expression  in  which  the  medal  rises  above  the  subject  matter 
to  become  an  independent  work  of  art.

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Medals  of  the  Popes 

Part  II 

by  THOMAS  LAWLESS 

My  interest  in  Vatican  Medals  increas¬ 
ed  and  niy  involvement  became  more  in¬ 
tense  with  each  acquisition.  1  was  given  a 
medallion  of  Pope  Pius  XI  as  a  birthday 
present  and  soon  bought  a  duplicate  which 
depicted  the  same  Pope  with  glasses.  I  was 
now  an  authority.  I  could  recognize  a  pope 
with  or  without  his  glasses.  I  bought 
another  book  to  reinforce  or  support  my 
knowledge.  1  looked  for  people  to  whom 
1  could  talk  about  my  collection  (now  about 
10  medals).  The  ones  I  talked  to  made  me 
realize  the  lack  of  depth  and  the 
shallowness  of  my  research.  1  was  humbl¬ 
ed  but  not  dismayed.  I  had  to  start  over 
again. 

I  sought  the  counsel  of  Ed  Jencius  the 
agent  for  the  Vatican  Medals  in  the  U.S. 
and  Canada.  This  was  the  most  fortunate 
move  I  could  have  ever  made.  His 
knowledge,  his  kindness,  and  his  casual 
anecdotes  of  the  Popes  did  two  wonderful 
things  for  me:  First  he  rekindled  my  in¬ 
terest  by  his  knowledge:  and  secondly  he 
suggested  a  system  of  collecting  that  had 
some  direction  even  to  collecting 
chronologically.  His  patience  with  me  was 
amazing.  He  calmed  down  my  eagerness 
into  a  more  sober  and  realistic  action.  He. 
like  most  great  collectors  and  authorities, 
said  first  the  books.  My  research  was  more 
important  than  my  hit  or  miss  purchases. 

I  read  Tom  Sarro's  book,  which  in  its 
brevity  contained  the  need  for  more 
knowledge  -  then  came  Cheeham's 
“Keeper  of  The  Keys"  and  on  now  to  Kel¬ 
ly’s  “Dictionary  of  The  Popes.” 

I  went  to  the  actions.  I  bid  most  times 
too  low  and  eventually  learned  the  value 
of  the  lots.  Sometimes  I  was  successful, 
sometimes  not.  I  enjoyed  Paul  Bosco's 
seemingly  careless  attitude  handling  the 
medals  until  he  told  me  his  price.  Sudden¬ 
ly  his  attitude  changed  -  “Everything  was 
a  rarity  beyond  description  and  the  price 
too  was  rare  indeed.  Paul  is  a  dealer  and 
1  must  confess  I  enjoyed  every  stop  I  made 
at  his  table.  World  Art  Medals  Bob  Levin 
treated  me  with  a  great  deal  of  kindness 
and  when  he  had  a  medal  1  needed  he 
treated  me  kindly  and  gently.  So  you  can 
see  I  also  cultivated  these  dealers  but  many 
others  not  always  successfully  but  not 
unhappily.  1  would  be  remiss  if  I  failed  to 
give  a  great  deal  of  credit  to  Dick  Johnson 
who  allowed  me  to  visit  his  home  and  view 
his  Vatican  material.  To  him  many  thanks 
for  his  kindness  and  his  bargains. 


Now  the  artists  who  designed  the  medals 
of  the  Popes.  Their  names  read  like  a 
Who’s  Who  of  the  world's  greatest  artists. 
Just  consider  a  few,  Benvenuto  Cellini  and 
Michaelangelo  and  jump  to  the  present  day 
and  to  our  surprise  we  find  Mr.  Cheng,  a 
Taiwanese,  made  the  1986  Official  Medal 
of  Pope  John  Paul  II.  In  the  midst  of  all 
these  male  artists  was  Katherina  Hammeri 
who  designed  a  medal  of  a  Pope.  She  was 
a  member  of  a  famous  family  of  artists  who 
worked  in  most  every  art  form,  medals, 
painting  and  sculpture.  The  names  of  the 
artists  seem  to  disappear  or  maybe  are 
overwhelmed  by  the  subject  they  worked 
oin.  We  know  ofonly  23  artists  out  of  the 
many  involved  in  a  work  that  will  live 
forever.  To  the  unknown  artists  we  humbly 
say  thank  you.  You  have  enriched  my  life. 

The  first  official  medal  was  that  of  Mar¬ 
tin  V  (1417).  It  is  beautiful  in  its  detail. 
The  portrait  of  the  Pope  if  beautifully 
done,  as  is  the  obverse  of  his  coronation 
as  Pope.  The  succeeding  medals  are  quite 
similar  in  both  portrait  and  obverse  con¬ 
tent.  However  the  Medal  of  Alexander  VI 
( 1492)  is  crudely  cast  and  the  allegorical 
figure  on  the  reverse  is  indistinguishable. 
A  change  in  both  style  and  objective. 

We  are  now  approaching  tremendous 
periods  in  Vatican  history  -  the 
renaissance,  the  Reformation  and  the  Post 
Reformation  periods.  We  will  show  the 
Popes  of  these  periods  and  the  effect  or 
results  of  their  reigns.

Coins...

Only  a  few  people  know'  a  three  letter 
word  for  a  box  inwhich  coins  are  deposited 
for  examination  and  assay.  Crossword 
Puzzle  adicts  will  respond  with  PYX  (say 
pie)  and  the  box  could  be  seen  in  the  British 
Royal  Mint  stalling  in  the  thirteenth  cen¬ 
tury.  The  “Trial  of  the  Pyx"  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  annually  in  Britain  for  almost  seven 
centuries. 

To  assure  that  coins  were  being  minted 
within  limits  as  to  weight  and  size  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  existing  law,  random 
samples  were  selected  from  production  and 
deposited  in  the  pyx  for  examination  by  the 
Royal  Assayers. 

Our  founding  fathers  incorporated  the 
idea  in  the  laws  of  1792  when  on  April  2, 
they  established  a  minting  facility  in 
Philadelphia!.  It  was  a  priority  of  Alex¬ 
ander  Hamilton  and  the  United  States 
Assay  Commission  became  law. 

A  Judge  of  the  U.S.  District  Court.  The 
Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  the  Assayer 
of  the  U.S.  Assey  Office  in  N  Y.  and  a 
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representative  of  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Stan¬ 
dards  became  the  manditory  makeup  of  the 
Commission  over  the  years. 

The  “commission”  met  every  year  and 
in  1837  some  members  were  chosen  from 
the  general  public.  It  was  not  until  1860 
that  such  appointed  members  were 
presented  with  a  momento  honoring  their 
service  to  the  Treasury  Department,  for 
they  served  free  and  paid  their  own  way 
to  and  from  their  home,  no  matter  how  far 
they  traveled.  They  met  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  February. 

Usually,  lunch  and  an  “Assay  Medal” 
served  as  payment  in  full  for  services 
rendered.  $2,500  was  budgeted  for  the 
event. 

The  first  Assay  Medal  from  a  design  by 
Chief  Mint  Engraver,  James  B.  Longacre 
was  the  first  presented  in  1860  to  members 
of  the  Commission.  The  same  medal  was 
repeated  in  1861,  but  discontinued  during 
the  Civil  War  years  and  resumed  with  the 
same  medal  in  1867.  In  1868  William 
Barber  furnished  the  design  (then  Chief 
Mint  Engraver)  and  the  string  continued 
unbroken  until  the  Assay  Commission  was 
discontinued  in  1977  by  President  Jimmy 
Carter  in  a  budget-cutting  measure,  his 
first  official  act  after  his  inauguration.  To¬ 
day  $2,500  is  petty  cash. 

Allegorical  and  historical  allusions, 
presidential  portraits  and  Secretaries  of  the 
Treasury  were  depicted  in  the  113  issues 
that  are  charished  by  collectors  today.  The 
average  collector  has  never  seen  a 
specimen  and  50  pieces  is  a  large  mintage 
for  any  issue.  Commissioners  rarely  parted 
with  their  specimens  during  their  lifetime 
so  that  issues  of  the  last  25  years  are  very 
scarce  on  the  open  market. 

The  traditional  “round”  issues  gave  way 
to  a  new  departure  in  1901  when  a  rec¬ 
tangular  plaque,  40  by  55  millimeters  ap¬ 
peared  showing  President  McKinley.  It 
was  the  first  rectangular  plaque  ever  struck 
by  the  U.S.  Mint  and  several  issues 
followed. 

In  1977  when  Jimmy  Carter  didn't  ap¬ 
prove  any  public  members  for  the  commis¬ 
sion  meeting  in  February',  it  was  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  end  for  the  185-year-old  tradi¬ 
tion.  The  50  assay  medals  that  had  been 
prepared  were  given  out  to  Treasury  of¬ 
ficials,  all  but  19  that  were  melted  caus¬ 
ing  such  an  outcry  of  enraged  numismatists 
that  they  were  reissued  for  public  sale  at 
$20. 

The  pewter  oval  reissue  showing  Mar¬ 
tha  Washington  became  the  only  common 
assay  medal.  The  Commission  met  again 
in  1980  without  public  members,  as  a  last 
hurrah  and  they  received  as  an  “assay

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Some  Odd  Things  About  Common  Coins 

by  ARNO  SAFRAN 
(First  in  a  new  series) 


Pictured  above  are  three  relatively  com¬ 
mon  dates  from  the  Liberty  Seated  Dimes 
series,  an  1838  (referred  to  as  the  “no 
drapery"  variety;  an  1856.  (“with  stars" 
variety);  and  an  1877.  (“with  legend”  - 
“United  States  of  America"  replacing 
“stars”  variety).  Not  shown  are  the  “no 
stars”  variety  from  either  1837  or  -'38-0 
(relatively  scarce)  or  the  “with  arrows” 
at  date  varieties  of  1853  through  '55  and 
'73  and  '74  years;  all  fairly  common. 

The  seated  liberty  device  adorned  our 
nation's  silver  coinage  beginning  with  the 
renowned  “Gobrecht”  dollar  pattern  (?) 
of  1836,  becoming  standardized  on  allfive 
silver  denominations  in  1840,  and  con¬ 
tinued  with  modifications  through  1891  - 
or  a  total  of  some  56  years.  Even  our 
Washington  Quarter  has  not  reached  that 
milestone  yet,  though  it  will  this  year. 

While  the  main  device  of  seated  liberty

coinage  remained  virtually  unchanged  dur¬ 
ing  its  56  year  tenure,  the  half-dime  and 
dime  received  a  subtle  but  noticible 
modification  in  1840.  Usually  Vi  dimes 
and  dimes  struck  between  1837  and  1840 
are  known  as  the  “no  drapery"  variety, 
but  seldom  are  they  referred  to  as  the 
“slanted  shiled"  variety,  a  far  more  obser¬ 
vable  difference  than  the  drapery  or  lack 
of  adorning  Liberty’s  torso.  During  the  en¬ 
tire  run  of  seated  liberty  quarters,  halves 
and  silver  dollars,  the  shield  is  to  be  seen 
in  its  customary  slanted  position  -  and  so 
it  was  for  the  half-dimes  and  dimes  until 
mid  1940,  when  the  shield  was  straighten¬ 
ed  to  an  up-right  position.  The  shape  of 
Liberty's  head  was  altered  as  well,  not  just 
the  extent  of  her  drapery.  On  the  reverse 
one  will  note  a  modification  of  the  ribbon 
which  ties  the  wreath. 

If  you  have  contemplated  why  the  device

on  the  quarter  or  half  dollar  seemed  to  ap¬ 
pear  more  attractive  than  that  of  the  two 
smaller  coins,  perhaps  it  wasn’t  so  much 
the  size  differential,  as  it  was  the  place¬ 
ment  of  the  shield,  for  in  its  slanted  posi¬ 
tion,  this  writer  at  least,  feels  it  is  far  more 
attractive  than  in  the  upright  position.  The 
odd  thing  about  all  this,  is  that  to  my 
knowledge,  at  any  rate,  no  reason  is  given 
either  in  mint  records  or  other  scholarly 
research  for  the  position  change  of  the 
shield  on  the  lower  silver  denominations, 
nor  why  the  so-called  “no  drapery”  has 
become  the  name  of  the  variety  for  early 
seated  ‘/idimes  and  dimes  w'hen  this  feature 
seems  less  observable  than  the  positional 
change  of  the  shield;  just  one  of  the  many 
off  things  about  common  type  coins.

medal”  the  Inauguration  Medal  of  the 
president  that  axed  the  commission.  On  the 
edge  was  engraved  the  name  of  the  reci¬ 
pient.  The  Assay  Commission  is  now 
history.! 

No  definite  catalog  of  Assay  Medals  ex¬ 
ists  but  one  is  in  the  works.  Robert  Julian, 
researcher,  author  and  writer  for  many 
numismatic  periodicals  is  working  with 
Ernest  Keusch,  prominent  collector  from 
Madison.  The  work,  due  for  publication 
this  year  should  be  the  standard  reference 
work  on  the  subject  for  all  time.
